As requested, I prepared a memo on the Wasp literature distribution and 
have sent it to Moo. 1 am enclosing only the memo and the list of documentation. 
If you want any of the other 22 pages I sent CJ him, and cannot easily get it 
in N.O., let me know and I will send it. 

I am sending you my newest memo on the 5^ Camp leaflet, with complete 
documentation (48 pp.). I have sent Moo only the memo. Your pages are numbered 
on the back; I can easily send additional copies of whatever you request by 
number. It is not that I can't afford the Xeroxing, but I don't like to send 
material to N.O. which apparently disappears into the files and cannot be found 
again. (I am sure I have sent many of the Archives documents down there before.) 
More important, I have deliberately not nsxi sent my correspondence with the 
justice Department to N.O., for obvious reasons. I would prefer for you to have 
the full set and make it available directly to specific people in W.O., as you 
think necessary. I don't expect to get much more out of the Justice Department 
or the Archives on this, but I will keep trying. It could be important, and I 
would hate to see it botched up and made public in the style we have become 
used to. 

Thanks for sending me all the goodies in your mailing of 12/19; I will 
respond more later. About arrangements for exchanging info when you are in 
N.O.: I could get off for a couple of weeks, if necessary, but I think the ideal 
situation would be Jim Schmitt in H.O., me here (and in touch by phone), and 
someone at the Archives. I have very little idea what Jim's situation 

(financial and otherwise) is; I will ask. 

I have no definite schedule; I am usually up from 6 to 12 p.m. You may 
call me anytime; at worst you will wake me up. (Virginia and I are separated; 
call station-to-station. I will arrange to tape your calls and replay them if 
I am not quite awake when I talk with you.) In a pinch I can get copies of 
documents day or night. The airport is 45 minutes away and it wouldn't be 
worth a trip to speed up delivery. My office number is 642-0466, any time; 
there is almost always someone there who will take a message.
